This  shows  a decrease  of  9 on  the  preceding  year,  and  may  be  considered  very  satis- 
factory. The  cases  notified  have  occurred  all  over  the  District,  and  at  irregular  intervals 
throughout  the  year.  On  notification  being  received  of  any  dangerous  form  of  Infectious 
Disease,  I immediately  visit  the  premises,  and  take  prompt  steps  to  isolate  the  case  and 
supply  the  necessary  disinfectants,  and  to  arrange  for  the  removal  of  any  insanitary  condi- 
tions. In  only  one  case  did  anything  like  an  Epidemic  occur,  and  that  was  at  Berkley, 
where  six  cases  of  Diphtheria  occurred.  This  outbreak  was  no  doubt  due  to  the  very  bad 
state  of  the  Water  Supply  in  this  Parish,  to  which  I have  called  the  attention  of  the 
Council.  The  Council  are  at  present  considering  the  question  of  an  Improved  Water 
Supply  to  this  area. 

Water  Supplg. — No  new  Scheme  has  been  carried  out  during  the  year.  I have 
personally  Inspected  many  wells,  and  have  Analysed  and  reported  upon  42  samples  of 
water.  In  cases  where  the  water  has  proved  bad  or  doubtful,  steps  have  been  taken  to 
close  the  wells  or  remedy  their  defects. 

Sewerage — There  is  nothing  to  report. 

Infectious  Hospital. — There  is  none  in  the  District.  Cases  are  isolated  in  their  own 
homes,  and  freely  supplied  with  disinfectants. 

Disinfecting  Machine. — There  is  none  in  the  District.  Disinfection  and  Fumigation 
are  carried  out  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  the  Inspectors  of  Nuisances. 

Dairies , Cow-sheds , etc.,  are  Inspected  occasionally,  and,  where  necessary,  reported 

upon. 

Inspectors  of  Nuisances. — There  are  two,  each  with  a sub-district.  Both  furnish 
Reports. 

Housing  of  the  Working  Classes. — Several  newly-erected  premises  have  been  inspected 
and  reported  upon  during  the  year.
